CONSERVATION GROUPS CONDEMN SOVIET WHALING

[Text] Geneva, 23 Jan (XINHUA)--The Soviet Union will continue its whaling 
activities in the southern ocean despite the sharp depletion of whales and the 
campaign for a moratorium on commercial whaling, according to a joint press 
communique issued by the International Union for Conservation of Nature and 
Natural Resources (IUCN) and the World Wildlife Fund (WWF) here today. 


Contrary to a recent TASS report, the communique said, "After contacting a 
reliable spokesman within the Soviet Union's Ministry of Agriculture, LUCN and 
WWF were informed that the Soviet Union will continue its whaling activities in 
the southern ocean." The whaling will stop only in the Soviet far eastern waters, 
it added, quoting the same spokesman. 


Referring to the communique, Lee Talbot, IUCN's director-general, noted: "Obviously 
IUCN and WWF are disappointed to discover that the Soviet Union does not intend 
to stop all whaling.” 


The number of whales in the world's oceans and seas has been steadily on the decline 
year by year as a result of excessive whaling. WWF and IUCN have thus been 

urging a moratorium on all commercial whaling for the past 9 years and the 
International Whaling Commission (IWC) at its annual meeting in London in July 

1979 adopted proposals for a 10-year ban on factory-ship whaling (except for 

Minke whales) and a complete ban on all whaling in the Indian Ocean. IWC also 

set annual quotas for catching whales, including Minke whales, for the southern 
hemisphere, North Pacific and North Atlantic since 1972. These measures were 
reportedly strongly opposed by the Soviet Union, one of the principal whaling 
countries and a member of IWC. 


Most Soviet whaling is carried out in the southern ocean for Minke whales. In 


1980, the Soviet Union took approximately 4,000 Minkes, about a third of the 
world's total whale catch as permitted by the IWC.

POLES STRIKE AFTER TALKS FAIL

[Text] Warsaw, 24 Jan (XINHUA)--Most of the Polish workers in large factories, 
mines and other enterprises today stayed away from their jobs after the break 
down of negotiations on five-working-day system between the governmen’ and the 
"Solidarity" trade union. 


This is another big action taken by Polish workers after their move on 10 January 
in disregard of the repeated orders and instructions issued by the government. 


According to the Polish news agency, only 60.1 percent of all employees worked 
today, while in industries it was only 53.3 percent. Most of the absentees were 
from large plants in industrial centres. 


A spokesman for the "Solidarity" trade union claimed that, in fact, 80 percent 
of workers throughout the country have responded to the call of the "Solidarity" 
trade union and refrained from their work. 


In Warsaw and other metropolitan cities, medical and health centres were open 
today as usual, while working hours in shops and public service sectors have been 
cut short. Bus and tram services were still operating but with apparently fewer 
vehicles, hence many commuters were late to reach their working places. 


Absentees have undoubtedly brought about losses to the country's economy. 
According to Polish Minister of Light Industry Wladyslaw Jablonski, a loss of 

450 million zlotys was caused by the action on 10 January in light industry alone. 
Today's loss would far exceed 4,000 million zlotys caused by the action on 

10 January as the number of absent workers today was even larger. 


To iron out the dispute, Polish Prime Minister Jozef Pinkowski had talks with 
leader of the “Solidarity" trade union Lech Walesa on 19 and 21 January, but they 
failed to reach any agreement.

JAPANESE STEE'MAN ON BAOSHAN POSTPONEMENT

[Text] Beijing, 22 Jan (KYODO)--China has confirmed ite decision to drop a 
second=-phase steel plant construction plan at the Baoshan steel mills in Shanghai, 
the vice president of Nippon Steel Corp, the Japanese partner in the project, 
told a press conference here Wednesday night. 


Makoto Okaki, visiting Beijing since earlier this week for talks on the project, 
said he was notified of the Chinese decision in talks with Vice Premier Gu Mu. 


The second-phase work had been expected to start around 1983 following completion 
of first-phase construction, now underway with the help of Nippon Steel, Japan's 
largest steelmaker. 


The Beijing side cited China's readjustment review of its economy and its financial 
problems calling for a cut in investment as the major reason, Okaki said. 


China also expressed fears of a delay of at least 6 months in completion of the 
first-stage wo: juve to the readjustment process, which has so far reduced the 
priority of Chisa’s heavy-industry projects, he said. 


The first-phase work was expected to finish by the end of 1982 when the Baoshan 
project started in 1978. 


The two sides had previously agreed to stage second-phase work to double production 
capacity at the mills to 6 million tons of crude steel a year. 


Okaki, noting the prospect for an inevitable rise in steel demand in the future, 
said he asked the Chinese side not to abandon the second-phase project. 


The Baoshan project has been regarded as a symbol of Japan--Chin« economic coopera- 
tion and the latest Chinese decision is seen as a call for tii «panese side to 
make a review of joint undertakings in China.

[Text] Brasilia, 16 Jan (XINHUA)--Singapore Second Vice Prime Minister Rajaratnam 
said here today that "Singapore's stand on the Kampuchean question remains 
unchanged and the five ASEAN countries are united in defending peace in Southeast 
Asia." 


In an interview with XINHUA at the Brasilia airport before departing for Rio de 
Janeiro at noon today to continue his current tour in the country, Rajaratnam 
mentioned Vietnam's military threat against Thailand, saying “we the other ASEAN 
countries are united in supporting Thailand." 


He also pointed out that the world is not at peace, there exist problems not only 
in Southeast Asia but also in other regions of the world. “The big powers have 
the duty to defend peace and we small countries also have the responsibility 

to safeguard regional peace," he noted. 


Present at the airport to see the Singapore guests off, a Foreign Ministry official, 
Marcos Castrioto, also told XINHUA that Brazil voted in favor of a resolution 
against foreign aggression against Kampuchea at the UN General Assembly. The 

ASEAN countries denounced Vietnam's invasion of Kampuchea and Brazil's stand on 
this is as clear as that of theirs, he said. 


Najaratnam and his party arrived here yesterday after paying a visit to Mexico, 
and had talks in the afternoon with Brazilian Foreign Minister Guerreiro on the 
world situation, especially that in Southeast Asia.

ZHAO DEPARTS FOR RANGOON--Beijing, 26 Jan (KYODO)--Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang 
left for Rangoon Monday morning on the first leg of a two-nation tour of Southeast 
Asia which also takes him to Bangkok. During his stay in Rangoon until Friday, 

he is scheduled to meet President Ne Win and other Burmese officials. In Bangkok, 
from Friday to next Monday, Zhao will hold talks with Thai Prime Minister Prem 
Tinsulanon and other officials. Diplomatic sources here said his talks with the 
Burmese and Thai officials will center on the Kampuchean problem. This is 
Zhao's first overseas trip since he assumed the premiership last September, 
succeeding Hua Guofeng. Since then, he has met in Beijing with French President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing, Prem and the prime ministers of New Zealand, the 
Netherlands, Singapore, Yugoslavia, Romania and North Korea, and Japanese Foreign 
Minister Masayoshi Ito. The sources said Zhao has picked Burma and Thailand for 
his first overseas tour because the grasping of the southeast Asian situation is 

a most important task for China. Vietnam and the Soviet Union are taking advantage 
of the Kampuchean problem in order to further penetrate into Southeast Asia, the 
sources said. Burma and Thailand, sandwiched by Soviet pressure from both east 
and west, want to strengthen relations with China, they added. [Text] [0W260142

AVIATION TALKS WITH JAPAN--Beijing, 22 Jan (KYODO)--Japan and China started 3 days 
of civil aviation negotiations here Wednesday to discuss the problem of flights 

to be made by flag carriers of Japan and China beyond Beijing and Tokyo. The 
current talks follow the first round of negotiations on the same problem held 

in Tokyo last November. At the first-day meeting, delegates of the two countries 
held discussions for a total of 6 hours in the morning and afternoon. The 
negotiations are being held due to the need to revise the right extended to 

China under the Sino-Japanese civil aviation agreement on flights to be made 
beyond Tokyo in view of the conclusion last year of a China-U.S. aviation pact 
allowing China to make flights on the transpacific route. At the talks held 

last November, China sought permission to have planes of the Civil Aviation 
Administration of China (CAAC) make flights to three points in the U.S. via Tokyo. 
The Japanese side, on its part, proposed that Japan air lines be allowed to make 
flights beyond Beijing over the Karakoram route. The problem of increasing the 
number of regular flights between Japan and China also is expected to be discussed 
at the negotiations in Beijing.

JAPAN REJECTS SOVIET PROTEST=-Tokyo, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--Japan has rejected a Soviet 
protest dated 20 January against ite decision to set aside 7 February as a 
"northern territories day," according to a KYODO report. The rejection was made 
to the Soviet Foreign Ministry verbally yesterday by Hirokazu Arai, minister of 
the Japanese Embassy in Moscow. Arai stressed that “it is essential to solve the 
territorial issue for the conclusion of a Japan-Soviet peace treaty and for a 
stable foundation for the Japan-Soviet relations." ‘The Soviet Foreign Ministry 
official promised to report to his superior, but claimed that "no territorial 
problem exists in relations between the Soviet Union and Japan." Moscow has 
consistently refused to discuss the question of returning to Japan the northern 
islands occupied by the Soviet Union since the end of the second world war.

BRZEZINSKI WARNS OF SOVIET EXPANSION--Geneva, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--The current Soviet 
southward push for power--conceutrating on the Persian Gulf--is today more 

ominous than before, the former U.S. president's National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezirski told some 450 Western businessmen attending an annual conference 
of the European management forum yesterday in the Swiss city of Davos. He said 
the West now faces strategic and geopolitical crises, which are the direct result 
of increased Soviet military and political pressure. With the Cuban forces in 
Ethiopia and the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan posing a direct threat to the 
security of the Persian Gulf, he pointed out, the Soviet policy is now pointed 

in a “direction that cannot be ignored.” He said the Soviet buildup of nuclear 
arms has raised the question of whether the West could still bargain steadily 

with the Soviet Union in the event of a “very major crisis." Dialogue with the 
present Soviet leadership is very difficult, he added. He called on Western 
nations and their allies to make a collective effort derived from genuine political 
will and to hold “sustained and regular” summit meetings. Without such an effort, 
he said, the problem of global instability could become "unmanageable." [Text]

[Text] Beijing, 27 Jan (XINHUA)--"Even if Jiang Qing and company were put to 
death 10 times, it would not be enough to allay the people's hatred for thea,” 
said Wang Guangmei in a “PROPLE'S DAILY" article today. 


Wang Guangmei is the widow of Liu Shaogi, the late chairman of the People's 
Republic of Giina who was the gain target of attack in the “cultural revolution” 
and died in prison in 1969, 





But, she said, she supported the special court judgement that the death sentences 
on Jiang Qing and Zhang Chunqiao be suspended and that the culprite be dealt with 
in the spirit of revolutionary humanitarianies. “Their life or death matters 
little to the general situation of China and has no bearing on our cause," she 
added.

She quoted her husband as saying: “Those people who destroy the constitution 
will severely be punished by law.” Such « “great historic tragedy" as the cultural 
revolution gust never be repeated, she declared. 


Today's “PEOPLE'S DAILY” aleo quotes other Beijing residents and spectators from 
all over China who attended sessions of the just-concluded trial of the "Lin 
Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques," voicing their approval of the 
conviction and sentencing of the 10 principal criminals in the case. 


After returning home from the last court session at which the defendants vere 
sentenced, Shi Chunli, son of Shi Chuanxiang, a former national @odel worker and

The bunch of counterrevolutionary criminals who had conspired to subvert the 
socialist system were finally punished by socialist law. The bunch of 
careerists, who vainly attempted to alter the course of history, in the 

end could not escape history's judgment on then. 


Anyone who experienced the 10-year turmoil will never forget the nightmarish 
scenes of the violent behavior and wanton persecution committed by Lin Biao, 
the "gang of four" and their cohorts on the land of China. It was really 

an unthinkable decade. As in the fairy tale of the black emoke coming out 
from a copper bottle and quickly turning into a monster, several characters, 
who had disguised themselves with various kinds of greasepaint and hidden 
among the revolutionary ranks for a long time, instantly rose to the summit 
of power and turned into a kind of colossuses who seemed to be able to 
control a great nation. They stole the solemn platform of the party and 

the state, issued all kinds of instructions to the people of the whole 
country and followed millions of Red Guards into a religiouslike worship. 
They put on an act waving the “treasured red books,” flagrantly trampled 

on the constitution, and even smuggled their own names into the party 
constitution. They smugly felt that they could reverse the course of events 
and control the people's future. But they could in no way imagine that from 
the very first day they mounted the political state, inexorable history had 
already determined their fate today. Marx wrote in a letter 138 years ago: 
"The state is an extremely serious thing. It is impossible to have it play 
a farce. A ship loaded with fools perhaps can sail with the wind for a 
period of time, but in the end it will head toward its inescapable destiny." 
It appeared that the fools Marx wrote about were perfect descriptions of 

Lin Biao, the “gang of four” and their cohorts. These fools, who were 
driven crazy by wild ambition and greed for power, sailed their ship against 
the current for 10 long years and in the end were swallowed by the sea of the 
people. A mansion of power built on the sand of greed, deception and 
conspiracy disappeared like a mirage. 











History often mocks those persons who pasa through the acene like fleeting 
clouds, with coincidence, Fourteen years ago, when the maple leaves on the 
west mountain in beijing turned red in autumn, Lin Biao, the "gang of four" 
and their cohorts began their adventurous career and were very pleased with 
themselves lording it over the people. Fourteen years later, when the 
mountains once again turned red in Beijing, these important figures, who had 
enjoyed power and influence for a time, turned the last page of their own 
political calendar and had no alternative but to sit in the dock to stand 
trial by the people. As XINHUA correspondents, we saw with our own eyes the 
dramatic change, We cannot help believing in the materialist philosophy 
contained in the famous old saying that “justice has a long arn," 


The bunch of shameless clowns who stood trial before the special court had 
wildly performed in the farce for as long as 10 years on the political 

stage in China, Now they have finally stepped down. Although in the course 
of the trial some of them never showed the minimum honesty to qualify as 
“man'"==Jiang Qing resorted to all kinds of sophistry and furiously fought 
back, and Zhang Chunqiao refused to open his mouth and fought stubbornly 
with his back to the wall--in the face of the crimes enumerated with 
irrefutable evidence in the judgment, no trick can prevent them from going 
down in history as a byword of infamy. 


In fact, the crimes on which the judgment of the special court on this bunch 
of criminals was based were only a very emall part of their total criminal 
records. Even so, they are enough to make all reasonable people in the 
world boil with anger. As Li Mi said when accusing Emperor Sui Yang Di of his 
crimes, “his crimes are too numerous to inscribe on all the bamboo from the 
south mountain, and his evil cannot be washed out by all the waves of the 
East Sea.” In the 10 calamitous years, which town on the land of China had 
escaped being ravaged by their tentacles? In which village was the weeping 
of widows and orphans not heard? The innocent people who were thrown into 
cowsheds and prisons, including those who have already died and those still 
alive, are all irrefutable witnesses against Lin Biao, the “gang of four" 
and their bunch of criminals.

When we sat in the correspondents’ area in the special court to cover the 
trial of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, scenes 
too horrible to look at, which had occurred during the 10-year turmoil, 
flashed before us one after another. We seemed to hear again the sorrowful 
groans and moans of the tens of millions of victims. The several million 
words of criminal evidence and materials, like a chronicle, disclosed the 
inside story of how this bunch of conspirators had usurped the supreme party 
and state power and recorded the course of how a feudal, fascist, counter- 
revolutionary clique was born and doomed. 


In discussing how Louis Bonaparte ascended to the political stage in France, 
Marx pointed out: People cannot do as they please in making their own 
history. "The traditions of all their dead ancestors are already entangled 
in the minds of the living like nightmares." "They tremblingly invoke the 
ghosts to help them" and “use a kind of borrowed Langwage to act out a new 
scene in world history." 
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In China, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" akillfully made use specifically 

of the feudal autocratic "ghosts" and the "nightmares" of modern superstition 
to build a hotbed for themselves in which to breed and grow, They turned the 
banner of proletarian revolution into a flag to call for a feudal autocracy, 
They turned the masses’ feelings toward leaders into sacrificial offerings for 
modern superstitions. They wrote off with one etroke the historical contribu- 
tions made with the blood of countless revolutionary martyrs and deified the 
leader who was supported by hundreds of people into historical master who 
appeared only once in “several hundred years" or “several thousand years." 
They made one's attitude toward thie leader the sole criterion in determining 
whether one was “left” or “right” and “revolutionary” or “counterrevolutionary.” 
Proceeding from this, they laid the steps from which to seize supreme party and 
state power. Now when we review this part of history, which was a stange 
combination of circumstances, we have to recognize that Lin Biao and the 

“gang of four" were in the habit of using very covert means to carry out many 


criminal activities, but they were quite undisguised in creating the modern 
superstition, 





On 23 January 1967, when Lin Biao received all the personnel attending an 
enlarged brief meeting of the military commission, he formally declared: To 
oppose the leader “means to oppose everything.” “It ie all right not to study 
the so-called materialiem, dialectics, historical materialiem and natural 
sciences,” but learning to be loyal to the leader is the greatest kind of 
learning, surpassing everything and higher than everything.” From that time 
on, the deification of the leader himself became the highest manifestation 

of a communist party member's party spirit. The slightest disagreement with 
the leader, including having different opinions from those which had been 
expressed in the past, became the most serious, antiparty and counterrevolutionary 
crime. Thus, in the fanatic fever of the modern superstition, the Lin Biao and 
Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, like huge pythons awakening from 
hiberation, began to crawl on the land of China. 


In those days, the farce of the “three loyals [loyal to Chairman Mao, to Mao 
Zedong Thought and to Chairman Mao's revolutionary line)" and the "four 
boundlesses [boundless love and boundless esteem for, boundless confidence 
in and boundless loyalty to the great leader Chairman Mao]," written and 
directed by Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and their cohorts was forcibly popularized 
in urban and rural areas throughout the country. Before hoeing the fields, 
peasants had to face east and salute. Workers had to salute the pictures 
beside their lathes. In schools, government organizations, on sickbeds in 
hospitals, aboard civil airplanes flying at an altitude of 8,000 meters, one 
saw everywhere people "asking for institutions in the morning and making 
reports in the evening," a weird scene of atheists attending "masse." On 
East and West Changan Streets and the Tiananmen Square in Beijing, we saw with 
our own eyes on many occasions hundreds of thousands of people “celebrating” 
and “cheering” day and night for the publication of a “latest instruction." 


Using the modern superstition, which had been given religious colors, Lin Biao, 
the “gang of four" and their cohorts created a feudalistic fascist political 
logic in social life: to oppose the leader meant counterrevolution. To oppose

Lin Biao and the “gang of four” meant to oppose the leader and therefore also 
meant counterrevolution, The "6=point public security regulation" formulated 
by Lin Biao, Jiang Qing, Zhang GQhunqiao, Xie Pughi and others es -ipulated in 
clear-cut words: anyone who opposes Lin Biao shall be dealt with as a 
“sounterrevolutionary," and any action againat the Cultural Revolution group 
under the party Central Committee is considered a “counterrevolutionary action," 
As their activities to oppose the party and seize power intensiiied, the scope 
of inference of thie political logic, like the concept of the “infinity” in 
mathematics, wae inflated at will every hour and everyday according to the 
varying political situation, Therefore, all those who opposed Lin Biao's 
close followers and family members and Jiang Qing's hired hands and disciples 
were classified as “active counterrevolutionary,” guilty of the most heinous 
crimes, Investigations by the special procuratorate proved that the number 
of people arrested and sentenced simply because they had uttered a word or 

two against Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and their cohorts and were therefore judged 
as “having viciously attacked" them, alone totaled mre than 100,000 in the 
whole country. In Shanghai, where the “gang of four" had elaborately managed, 
frameups and false cases under such charges as “bombarding the Cultural 
Revolution group under the party Central Committee" and so forth, numbered 
more than 249,000 and more than a million innocent people were involved. 


During the l0-year calamity, Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and their ilk launched a 
modern deification movement. Like a tornado arising on the land, it destroyed 
heaven knows how many warm families and suffocated heaven knows how many 

innocent lives. As we covered news in all localities in the country, we heard 

of and witnessed thousands upon thousands of strange framed cases. For example, 

an old worker dusting a statue of the leader, became an “active counterrevolu- 

tionary." They exercised "dictatorship" over him for many years. This was 

because he was holding the statue by the neck. He was “suspected of wanting to 

murder the leader." In playing a game, a five-year-old child erroneoudly 

hung a badge on a kitten's head. Both the mother and child had to accept 

“revolutionary” criticism and struggle. From densely populated cities and 

towns to remote mountain villages, when a printing worker inadvertently typeset 

a wrong Chinese character; when a poor peasant carelessly shouted a wrong 

slogan; when a government cadre imprudently threw a discarded newspaper 

carrying a photo of the leader into a wastebasket, all became "class enemies 

who maliciously launched attacks" without exception. 


It goes without saying that under such political conditions, those who dared 
to challenge Lin Biao, the "gang of four" and the modern superstition they 
concocted had to be punished in such a way as “executed by the whole party 
and condemned by the whole country" (Lin Biao's quotation) and "cut a 
thousand and ten thousand times" (Jiang Qing's quotation). People all know 
how Zhang Zhixin was taken to the execution ground after her throat was cut. 
The story of Yu Luoke is like “a winter fairytale." It is also widely known 
to all now. However, if people leaf through the pages of files piled up 
mountain high in the basement and listen to the masses’ tearful grievances, 
they will understand the even more touching deeds of those who still conceal 
their identities today. 





There was one such comrade among our friends. She was a brave and sincere 
girl hailing from south China, and her name was Lin Zhao. Unwilling to yield 
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to the prevailing modern superstition activities, she was imprisoned in 
Shanghai. She persistently kept her diary, wrote letters in her own blood 
and used other means to express her firm faith in truth. She was willing 

to wear the fetters of “stubbornness” and die young. The detaile of her 
execution is now beyond investigation. All we know is the following story: 
On the early morning of 1 May 1968, a few representatives of “departments 
concerned" found her old mother and told her that Lin Zhao had been executed 
on 29 April. Because this "counterrevolutionary" had used a bullet, her 
family had to pay 5 fen for it. This was indeed a bloodcurdling and strange 
tale for the world! In the middle ages, criminals sentenced to be burned 

to death did not have to pay for the firewood. In modern bourgeois countries, 
criminals who die inthe “electric chair" have not paid for the cost of the 
electricity. Only under the fascist rule of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing did people 
have to pay a fee for their own execution. This was really another “unpre- 
cedented" invention! 


Perhaps, a number of years from now our offspring will find it difficult to 
believe all that we described above. But unfortunately they were facts that 
took place in the lives of people of this generation. Everyone of us living 
today is extremely ashamed of it. Please do not belittle such shame. Marx 
pointed out: "Shame has been a revolution,” "shame is an inward indignation," 
_ "if the whole nation feels really ashamed, it will be like a lion that retreats 
in anticipation of leaping forward." After 10 years of shameful retreat, 

our nation, like a brave lion has finally dashed out of the cage of feudal 
autocracy and modern superstition, has bravely jumped upon Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four," seized them and brought them to trial.

The knowledge of a subjective world invariably undertakes a torturous course 

of from shallow to deep and from appearance to essence. When men of the hour 
such as Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were first raised, people did not fully 
estimate their tremendous capabilities in playing with counterrevolutionary 
plots and political tricks. After 10 years of chaos, people must, after scanning 
the record of all their criminal activities, admit: their greed and shameless- 
ness in usurping personal power, their ruthlessness in suppressing the masses 
of people, their craftiness in changing tactics from time to time and their 
arrogance in deliberately misrepresenting the facts far surpassed some tyrants, 
cruel officials and treacherous court officials in history. Two men crossing 
a river had their feet cut off because the dissipated and tyrannical ruler Zhou 
of the Sheng Dynasty made a wager with his beloved concubine. This incident, 
listed as a typical example of cruelty in history books, has been cursed by 
people for thousands of years. However, in the 1960's--in the 20th century— 
tens of thousands of our brothers and sisters were maimed or even killed 
because of something said by "Empress" Jiang Qing. While summoning the 
representatives of mass organizations in Henan Province on 22 July 1967, 

Jiang Qing openly instigated the masses to “arm themselves" in order to fight 
against each other. Once her words were disseminated, command posts for 
struggle by force were immediately established in Zhengzhou and other localities 
and efforts were made to form a mighty contingent for the struggle by force, 
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build fortifications and to distribute weapons. Four daye later, the Zhengzhou 
tobacco plant was thick with gunamoke, Soon afterwards, shote were heard day 
and night in the Kaifeng chemical plant, Thirty-seven people were killed and 
290 others were maimed in these two struggles by force, Three hundred people 
became “captives,” two of whom were gunned down and buried alive, After these 
incidents, as Jiang Qing listened to "battle reports" submitted by others, she 
beamed with joy and repeatedly praised the commander in charge of atruggle by 
force for his ability. While describing him as a hero in the category of 
"Yang Zirong," she said that an “opera” should be written based on his deed, 
From them on, the prelude to a tragic "total war" that buried tens of 
thousands of people in a sea of blood began to unfold in areas south and north 
of the Changjiang River as well as inside and outside the Great Wall. 


It is true that all this occurred within the background of the well-known 
"Great Cultural Revolution.” Our party indeed committed a painful serious 
"left" mistake during this period. That made it possible for Lin Biao, 

Jiang Qing and their company to take advaniage of this mistake to carry out 
their own counterrevolutionary activities. However, just as one should not 
mention the injuries and deaths in a medical accident caused by a doctor in 
the same breath as the murder committed by a bandit while robbing a home, 

we, too, should never allow the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary 
cliques to cunningly defend their out-and-out crimiril offenses as a so-called 
“mistake in line.” Large amounts of criminal evidence exhibited in the special 
court indicate that in so far as these big bandits who openly attempted to rob 
our country were concerned, their common goal was to "change the dynasty" and 
their common method was to resort to schemes and intrigues. Each of the 

10 principal defendants on trial had his own treacherous tricks to slaughter 
the loyal and innocent people, and each one has a record of crimes stained 
with blood. Like a group of spider demons full of venom described in the 
book "Pilgrims to the West," they used the methods of confusing right and 
wrong and fabrication as their cobweb to set a trap for large-scale frame-ups 
and slaughter over the vast land of our country. More than tens of thousands 
of cadres and people, from founders of our state who enjoyed high prestige 
and commanded universal respect to a nightsoil worker who worked very hard 
all his life, and from generals and marshals who fought south and north to 
newly recruited servicemen, died miserably in this trap. 


While framing Yue Fei, a famous general in the struggle against the invaders 
of the Jin Nationality, a well-known "trumped-up charge” was used by Qin Hui, 
a most treacherous court official in late Song Dynasty who has been cursed by 
the people for thousands of years. Though the charge was not certain, it 
might have been "true." As a result, this national hero who galloped across 
the vast plain was persecuted to death in Fengboting. If we compare Qin Hui 
with Lin Biao and the "gang of four," Qin Hui at least tried to frame Yue Fei 
in a somewhat concealing way, whereas Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and their company 
did it in a most unscrupulous way. Take Jiang Qing for instance, aside from 
teaming up with Lin Biao, Kang Sheng, Xie Fuzhi and others to smear large 
numbers of party and state leaders, Jiang Qing in some of the recorded tapes 
preserved by the departments concerned named 174 cadres and people and hurled 
some 40 to 50 different false charges at them. These charges include 
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"renegade," “enemy agent," “traitor,” “local tyrant,” “capitalist roader," 
“counterrevolutionary,” “having illicit relations with a foreign country” 
and others. After attending a swimming and diving demonstration at the 
Beijing gymnasium on 29 December 1971, Jiang Qing in her several minutes of 
“extemporaneous" speech “extemporaneously" charged two “counterrevolutionary 
elements" with crimes. She named one of the “counterrevolutionary elements" 
and said his crime was “being a very, very bad person." Although she did 

not even know the name of the other “counterrevolutionary," Jiang Qing passed 
judgment on his crime. What she actually said was: "On every occasion there 
Il saw @ tall person who seemingly tried to hit we. His eyes showed his 
hatred for us. Has this person been put into custody? If this person is 
still not in custody, he must be sent to reform through labor and..." It 
goes without saying that this "tall person” was immediately doomed. Although 
it was impossible for Jiang Qing and other defendants to deny the large 
amounts of bloody facts when the special court ruled in the current trial 
that they must be held criminally responsible for various cases of preposterous 
political assassination, they still tried to blame everything on the “mass 
movement” that “went too far." This is even more futile. Throughout the 

10 years of chaos, it was none other but themselves who advocated the idea 
that "masse movement is naturally justified" and clamored that "revolutionary 
beating, smashing and looting are very fine." And it was also none other 

but themselves who instigated the masses by telling them "not to worry about 
going too far." In the past they used “mass movement" as a spear in their 
hands for launching wanton attacks, but today they once again used the “mass 
movement" as a shield to protect themselves. However, this will not do any 
good to reduce their criminal responsibility. On the contrary, it will help 
the broad masses of people to see more clearly their evil features of "making 
use of the masses." 


But this is not the complete issue. Simultaneously with openly taking ad- 
vantage of the "mass movement," they also inherited the common method employed 
by all reactionary classes at all times and in all countries--a method of 
secretly recruiting their own diehard followers and organizing their own 
“fifth column.” Lin Biao, who crawled to the leading post of "deputy supreme 
commander," established his secret service organization known as large and 
small "fleets" and secretly plotted to stage a counterrevolutionary armed 
coup d'etat. Zhang Chunqiao, who wormed his way into the Political Bureau 
of the party Central Committee, also personally organized a secret service 
group in Shanghai with the code name of "244" in an attempt to secretly 
persecute large numbers ot cadres and people. May we ask that in addition 
to the state organs of dictatorship, why should new VIPs holding important 
posts establish secret organizations under their own control to engage in 
“covert struggle" in a socialist country? What is the nature of their 
activities? In this connection, we cannot but associate their activities 
with Dongchang [a secret police set up by Eunuches] and imperial guards 
during the period of dictatorship by Eunuches in Ming Dynasty. The imperial 
commissioners who “acted on direct order from the emperor" and talked 
extensively about the feudal ethics of "kindheartedness" on the one hand, 

and went all out to hurl unjust charges against people with lofty ideals on 
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the other hand, It seems that although history has advanced several hundred 
years, the practice of “following the ancestors" political will still inevit- 
ably appears among the clowns who did everything against the people. Is it 
not true that the same tail shared by all reactionaries at all times and 

in all countries has appeared behind the backs of the immaculately dressed 
"leftiste"=-Lin Biao and the "gang of four?"

While wantonly destroying the brilliant culture of the Chinese people under 
the pretext of the "Great Cultural Revolution," Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and 
company went so far as to term this catastrophe the 20th century's Chinese 
"renaissance." (Lin Biao): However, this analogy is just like what Engels 
said when he taunted Duhring: "You can put teats on a boar, but that does 
not mean they will produce milk." 


During the renaissance appraised by Engels as the "greatest and most progres- 
sive change that man has ever experienced,” "“humanitarianism" replaced the 
"ideology of rule by divine right [shen dao 4377 6670). In the political 
and ideological fields, “human rights" replaced “monarchical power," and 

the emancipation of minds replaced religious shackles. Furthermore, in the 
field of art and literature the renaissance created many great artists Like 
Leonardo da Vinci and many art treasures like "Mona Lisa." What, then, did 
the "renaissance" of China--as termed by Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and company-- 
create for man? What did i leave for man? Every Chinese who was personally 
on the scene can give his own "testimony." 


In the autumn of 1966, soon after this catastrophe started, we witnessed many 
shocking scenes right in the capital. At Beijing University, the birthplace 
of the May 4th Movement, a group of noted scholars, professors and scientists, 
with their faces painted with ink and a paper hat on their heads, were 
deliberately humiliated. A "grand ceremony" of "destroying the old" and 
"setting books on fire" was carried out at the gate of a cultural organ's 
library. At the scene two bamboo sticks carried a streamer on which was 
written: “Farewell to the god of plague.’ With everybody lending a hand, 
pile after pile of books were thrown into the soaring flame, whether they 
were masterpieces by Shakespeare or Tolstoy or the works of Sima Qian or 
Wanjg Shipu. And they were all reduced to ashes in the billowing smoke. 

Many good and honest people were puzzled at this sight. It looked like a 

bad dream but it was true. If the purpose of the "Great Cultural Revolution" 
was to label the precious cultural heritage of humans as feudalism, capitalism 
and revisionism and offer it as a gift to the exploiting class, then what 
would be left for the “proletarian revolutionaries" themselves as a result 

of this “revolution?" 


Under the instigation and instructions of Lin-Jiang counterrevolutionary 
cliques, “setting books on fire” and "burying learned men" were carried 

on at the same time. The intellectuals not only suffered physical punishment 
but were also forced to suffer a “punishment of humiliation" that “touched 
their souls.” If the persecutions they endured were compiled into a book, 

it would certainly be a very large volume. Let us introduce to our readers 
what happened at the Institute of Zoology under the Chinese Academy of Sciences. 
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Liu Chongdong, president of the Entomology Society of China, became a 
“reactionary scholar-tyrant [xue fa 1331 7042) overnight. The entomologist 
who was nearly 70 years old had serious diabetes. His body was swollen and 
he had difficulty in walking. Even so, he was sent to the countryside to 
engage in the three autumn jobs~-harvesting, plowing and sowing. Even the 
insects can not survive without sufficient food, and this weak, old man did 
not have sufficient food for a long period of time. Once, he was so hungry 
that he trembled as he tried to pick up kernels of grain on the ground. He 
was slapped in the face and was forced to spit out the kernels he had just 
out into his mouth, Then, he was “ordered” to walk on a single-log bridge. 
He walked with faltering steps and fell into the river amid hideous laughter. 
In this way, this noted entomologist was persecuted to death by a kind of 
“poisonous insect" that he had never studied. A deputy director of the 
Institute of Zoology died before the outbreak of the catastrophe. However, 
he could not escape the bad luck of humiliation even after his death. 

"To punish him as a warning to others," his cincerarium was removed from 
Babaoshan [cemetery of fallen revolutionaries] and then smashed with a hammer. 
Gasoline was poured on it and it was set on fire in front of many scientists. 


The people know that the medieval religious courts persecuted scientists 
because they published some theories that offended the "Bible" and that were 
not acceptable to the foolish prejudices of the people. However, some 

common knowledge that had long been verified by the history of human civiliza- 
tion also became a target of suppression in China during the "Cultural 
Revolution.” Chang Chunqiao and Yao Wenyuan started a "journal on the 
dialectics of nature” in Shanghai. They recruited a bunch of "rebels" to 
“start a rebellion” in the sphere of natural sciences. One editor of this 
journal did not even know the “infinity” sign used in mathematics, and once, 
while going over a manuscript, he asked why the number "8" was written sideways. 
It was a bunch of such people who finally discovered that the "theory of 
relativity," the basic theory of modern physics, corresponds to the 
"relativism" in philosophy just as Columbus discovered the new continent. And 
they labeled Einstein as an “authority on reactionary scienc’." They spoke 
plausibly and at length that genetics, the basic theory of mdern biology, 

is "a reactionary theory on blood lineage that propagates that dragons beget 
dragons and winds cause winds," and thereby labeled Mendel as a “representa- 
tive of the exploiting class." 





Like a steam roller, this counterrevolutionary clique rolled this way and that 
way over the garden of China's science and culture, knocking down trees, 
destroying flowers and grass, pressing the soil and thereby making it hard 

for any seeds to sprout or grow in this garden. Scientific research units 

were abolished. Scientific research personnel were sent down to the countryside 
for reform. Literary and art organizations were forced to disband. Publica- 
tions were suspended. Cultural halls and centers were closed and cultural 

and historic sites were destroyed to the distress of the people 


Although suffering from the punishment of castration, Sima Qian was still 
able to openly write his "historical memoirs," and although persecuted, 
Copernicus could freely observe the stars. However, under the "complete 
dictatorship," the broad masses of the Chinese intellectuals could not but 
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carry on “underground activities" at the risk of their lives. Some carried 
out scientilic research in prison, others wrote literary works in cow pens 
while others practiced their gaits in the team subjecting them to dictator- 
ship [zhuan zheng dui 1413 2398 7130)... Despite their arduous struggles, 
it was impossible to fill the great gap in the history of Chinese culture 
that had shone through the ages. The gap was caused by Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four." 


The renaissance smashed medieval obscurantisem, while the "gang of four" 
considered education, the enlightenment of the people, an implacable foe, 
Endless upheavals and "suspension of classes to make revolution" caused some 
300 million youngsters in China to lose their chances of receiving an 
ordinary education, Jiang Qing and company ceaselessly attempted to cut the 
weeds and dig up the roots in the wasteland of education, declaring that 
schools should only have one “speciality in struggling against capitalist- 
roaders." They strongly opposed intellectual education. To China, with a 
culture of long standing, that decade meant a serious reacticaary movement 
and a serious retreat, Our people's virtues were trampled on. Fine social 
customs poisoned and the noble spiritual culture cultivated during the pro- 
longed revolutionary struggle were undermined. 


At that time, ignorance was not regarded as a disgrace; stretching out one's 
hand to ask for offices was regarded a “revolutionary action"; and forming 
a setup to usurp power was called "the spirit of rebellion.” Physical 
assaults, robberies, shameless acts, cheating, informing against others, and 
fabrication of evidence spread out all over the country like "cholera," and 
a group of “heroes” who were not only illiterate but also rascals came into 
being as a result. 


Every era brings up personages that meet the needs of society. Engels 
appraised the renaissance as "the age that needed and created great men--great 
men with thinking capability, with enthusiasm and with character, and also 
great men who were gifted in many ways and had profound knowledge." How will 
people appraise this “renaissance” of China? They will say it was "the age 
that needed and created criminals--criminals who were cruel, brutal and 
ignorant and also criminals who had only a brutish nature but not a human 
nature." This may be a clear and unambiguous conclusion that conforms to 
facts. 





IV 


The host of evidence and materials given us by the special court in the course 
of writing this report makes us feel that the greatest crime of Lin Biao, 
Jiang Qing and company is that they used feudal despotism to wantonly trample 
on socialist democracy and they used modern superstitions to sabotage in a 
frenzied manner the socialist legal system. This is the crux of our nation's 
10 years of suffering. 


After world's people won the great victory against the fascists, national and 
democratic movements surged forward. Even in some capitalist countries the 
powerholders have to use law as a fig leaf to suppress the people and 
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persecute their political opponents. However, in socialist China the Lin Bilao 
and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques dared to imprison and kill the 
Leading cadres of the state and ordinary people at will, They brazenly risked 
universal condemmation to practice the authoritarian dictatorship of the 
feudal factiate. This is 4 rare and abnormal phenomenon in the Bistory of 
social development. 


During the trial by the special court, the counterrevolutionary principal 
culprit Jiang Qing undisguisedly alleged that she defied laws human and 

divine, Another principal culprit Chen Boda aleo admitted that the "Cul tural 
Revolution” was 4 “wadness.” We cannot find sore appropriate words to describe 
the 10 yeare of turmil. They were indeed 10 yeare of " of the 
“lawless” counterrevolutionary elemente. 







People will never forget those years when the Lin-Jiang counterrevolutionary 
cliques created so many absurd and reactionary theories and used so many 
ruthless and savage means to strangle soclaliat democracy and sabotage the 
socialist legal eyetem! With a gurderows look, Lin Biao interpreted “the 
political power of the proletariat" ase “the power to suppress.” Diabolically, 
Zhang Chunqiaoc clamored for “all-round dictatorship" over the people. They 
regarded socialist democracy as a decoration for personal amusement and charged 
' the socialist legal syetem with the crime of “clase conciliation.” In this

It was precisely under such a rule--"the power of suppression” is above the 
law~-that the lives and property of the people were in 4 precarious state, 
normal order in the country was totally disrupted, production was at a 
standstill, the economy was on the verge of collapse, large numbers of 
workers, peasants, soldiers and intellectuals were in sore straits, the 
vigorously developing socialist China was brought back into the abyes of 




















However, the perverse acts of Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and company have brought 
to Light im @ negative way 4 truth that without socialist democracy and the 
socialist legal system, the people will lose everything they have gained 
with their blood and lives and that they must defend their right as the mastere 
~ their own affairs in the apirit of one stepping into the breach as another 
alls. 


The Chinese people's hatred of and resistance againat the “gang of four" and 
company errupted like a volcoano in the spring of 1976. The suppression of 
the mourners for Premier Zhou Enlai, who were like an ancient army with 
righteous indignation launching an attack in white apparel and armor and with 
funeral bannere in hand, set off a revolutionary storm that had been brewing 
for a long time, 


The "5 April Movement," so-called by historians, culminated in Beijing. Some 
500,000 workers, peasants, intellectuals and PLA officers and men swarmed 

to Tiananmen Square, The world heard cries and angry shouts. The general 
theme was 4 strong desire for democracy and the legal system and for over- 
throwing the fascist rule of the “gang of four.” 


That was 4 trial of the “gang of four” by default by the Ghinese people. 
Although the handful of criminale who then held power remained at large, 
the just forces had already sentenced them to death politically. 


That handful of counterrevolutionary criminals wae finally brought to the dock. 
Thus, the wish of the people has come true. This shows that strong-willed 
people will finally triumph no matter how many dangers, difficulties and 
complications they encounter. After summing up their painful experiences 

and lessons, the Chinese people are determined to remove the root of the 
trouble and, with one heart and one mind, to establish an inviolable socialist 
legal system, which is a really impregnable fortress in defense of the people's 
rights. 


Now the special court has concluded the trial of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary cliques. 


The process from the condemnation of them at Tiananmen Square to the just 
trial of them is an inevitable outcome of historical development. If it can 
be said that the rise of the people against them 5 years ago marked the 
beginning of the end of the dark days in Ghinese history, then today's court 
judgment has announced the beginning of the age of strengthened socialist 
democracy and legality. Marx expounded on this scientific thesis long ago:

cannot but feel pain in one's heart, But as Engels pointed out, “Without a 
historic disaster, there will be no historic progress to make up for it.” 
After a destructive earthquake, the purpose of removing the debris from the 
ruin ie to rehabilitate the homeland and to build new buildings. Through 
thie extremely disastrous “political earthquake," our people have become 
more sober and more mature and our country hae regained its vitality. People 
predict with confidence that a magnificent edifice of socialist modernization 


will certainly be built on the vast land of new China under the glorious 
CCP banner. 


Disasters help make 4 country strong and an army fighting a just war is bound 
to win. Are there any brambles, swamps or mountains that can stop the 
advance of 4 nation that has gone through a great deal of misery or a people 
who have experienced all kinds of frustration? Wo force can triumph over an 
army that alwaye keeps ite past sufferings and humiliation in mind.

The spirit of the ideological and political work torum convened by the Propaganda 
Department of the CCP Central Committee was relayed to the participants, and 

a realistic analysis was conducted on the state of ideology inside and outside 
the party. Views and suggested measures were also put forward in the provincial 
forum for further strengthening ideological and political work. 


The forum fully affirmed the present excellent situation. It was generally agreed 
that since the Third Plenum of the llth Central Committee, our party has basically 
redressed the wrongs and reestablished a Marxist line. The situation is contin- 
uing to improve. The party committees at various levels and the broad masses 

of cadres and people, like those in the country as a whole, are conscientiously 
implementing the party's line, principles and policies. They have done a great 
deal of work in this direction and achieved great success. In agriculture, they 
have triumphed over the second most serious flood since liberation, and even in 
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a year of great disaster, the society wae basically atable. They have aleo gained 
initial success in national economic readjustment and maintained a fairly rapid 
industrial growth. 


Revenues have increased and the market is flourishing with brisk sales and pur- 
chases. People's mentality is generally animated, healthy and progressive. 

While affirming the excellent situation, however, the participants also conducted 
dialectical, historical and realistic analyses on the existing probleme. We 

are now in a period of historical transition from the old to the new. On the one 
hand, the serious consequences of the destruction caused by Lin Biao and the 

“gang of four" over a long period, and the harmful effects of the leftist thinking 
for many years are not yet entirely over; on the other hand, some people are not 
mentally prepared for the present national economic readjustment and some politi- 
cal and economic reforme--which are just beginning=-and cannot find any comfort 

in them. Furthermore, taking advantage of the remnants of feudal ideas, bourgeois 
ideas are making inroads and a very emall number of people are spreading their 
reactionary views in public against socialiem and the party's leadership. There- 
fore, many contradictions and problems and a complex struggle have emerged in the 
ideological sphere. It was the general view that while the lively, healthy and 
progressive ideological trend is recognized as the main issue, they must also 

be soberly aware of certain problems in the ideological sphere and cannot afford 
to slacken their vigilance and to take things lightly. They must strengthen ideo- 
logical and political work with the definite purpose of developing this excellent 
situation. 


The participants stressed that strengthening ideological and political work is 

an important factor in upholding and improving the party's leadership as well as 
an important guarantee for the consolidation and development of the excellent sit- 
uation of stability and unity and the smooth progress of the national economic 
readjustment. The party committees should attach great importance to this work 
which should also be a matter of concern for the whole party. As the situation 
now stands, this problem has not yet attracted sufficient notice from the 

party committees at various levels while in some localities and units, ideologi- 
cal and political work is very inadequate. This situation must be quickly changed. 
Party committees at various levels must include ideological and political work in 
their important agenda and the leading comrades of the party committee must per- 
sonally attend to it. They must regularly analyze and study the ideological 

state of the cadres and the masses, arrange for ideological and political work 

to be carried out, examine it and sum up its experiences. First, ideological and 
political work should be carried out well among the cadres at various levels 

in order to solve their ideological problems, and then these cadres should be re- 
lied on to carry out the same work among the masses. More active leadership should 
be provided over propaganda so as to strengthen the propaganda apparatus and 

the propaganda ranks. The role of mass organizations should be given full play. 
The trade unions, peasant associations, the CYL, the Women's Federation, the Young 
Pioneers and the students associations should all take part in this work under 

the unified leadership of the party among the masses in various fields, and thus 
become active assistants of the party in uniting and educeting the masses. The 
participants particularly stressed the need to rectify the party's work style in 
order to make ideological and political work a success. In teaching, personal 
example is more effective than verbal instruction. Communist party members must 
match their words with their deeds. Politically, they must be in complete accord 

















with the Party Central Committee, take the lead in implementing the party's line, 
principles and policies, observe party disciplines and state laws in an exemplary 
manner, firmly rectify and resolutely oppose all unhealthy tendencies, and 

serve as models for the masses in all fields. This will be highly effective 
ideological and political work. 


The participante aleo discussed the methods of implementing the principles of pro- 
viding guidance and removing obstacles in ideological and political work. They 
all agreed that in implementing euch policies, they must firet etrictly dietinguish 
between the two different types of contradictions. In dealing with antiparty and 
antisocialiet elements whose only fear is that the social order may remain undie- 
turbed, the remnant forces of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" and the other crim- 
inale, the principles of providing guidance and removing obstacles certainly do 
not apply. Their counterrevolutionary and other criminal activities should be 
dealt with by the judicial departments according to law, and they should be given 
relentless blows. Their reactionary propaganda must be repudiated inetead of 
being allowed to spread unchecked. Among the people, however, we should continue 
to uphold socialist democracy, encourage the free airing of views, draw on collec- 
tive wiedom and choose the best ideas in order to improve our work and style of 
work. Patient persuasion and education are required in dealing with certain 
erroneous ideas or problems brought about by the lack of understanding, but criti- 
ciem is necessary for those who stubbornly refuse to mend their ways. Theoreti- 
cal study and theoretical propaganda should be stepped up, because unless the 
theories are comprehended, there can be no clear thinking. We must carry out 
theoretical propaganda and organize theoretical discussions in the light of actual 
ideological problems among the cadres and masses. We must present the facts, reason 
things out, and solve porblems by combining theory with practice. We must continue 
to run party schools well, uphold and improve the system for cadres to study 
theories by organizing a regular study program. We must pay attention to the live- 
lihood of the masses, be concerned with their suffering, and combine the solution 
of their ideological problems with the soiution of their real problems. If mater- 
ial conditions permit, we must do our best to help the masses solve some real 
problems. As to some problems which should be solved but cannot be solved for 
the time being, we must honestly explain to them about the need to be concerned 
with the overall situation, to recognize the overall problem and to share the 
state's worry. 


The participants at the forum stressed the need for propaganda work to firmly 
support the party's stand and to uphold the identity of party and mass interests. 
All propaganda work should be instrumental in raising the party's prestige, 
bringing about a closer relationship between the party and the masses, consolidat- 
ing and developing the political situation of stability and unity, and facili- 
tating the smooth progress of the national economic readjustment; but not other- 
wise. We must actively, positively and unewervingly propagate the four basic prin- 
ciples and oppose all words or deeds that run counter to the four basic principles.

(Text) "In the underground bunker of the missile testing range they are atten- 
tively following the electronic clock. The order is heard: ‘Stand by for launch- 
ing in 10 minutes....' ‘One minute!’ And then the order: ‘Lift-off!' The 
operator...presses a button and a mounting rumble is immediately heard. It seems 
as though mountains are crumbling, the sea is seething and the earth is shaking. 

A gigantic missile, leaving behind a bright trail of fire, hurtles upward...." 


In these rapturous tones the newspaper RENMIN RIBAO described the experimental 
launch of Chinese carrier missiles [rakety-hositeli] in the Pacific Ocean in 
May 1980. 


Some time after the launching, RENMIN RIBAO continued, PRC Navy patrol ships not 
far from Chinese shores in the Pacific observed a missile land in the sea in the 
planned region. The Chinese search service was exultant. An urgent telegram was 
dispatched to Beijing from on board the destroyer: “We have won!" Beijing was 
quick to react to this report with congratulations from the CCP Central Committee, 
the PRC State Council and the CCP Central Committee Military Commission to those 
taking part in the carrier-missile tests. "This particular test," the congratu- 
lations stated, “marked a new level attained in the development of Chinese 
missile technology. It is of great significance in the progress of science and 
technology." 


In this case the Chinese leaders undoubtedly had in mind the military signifi- 
cance of these tests, although they could not make up their minds to say this out 
loud. It is precisely in connection with the growing threat from China, bearing 
in mind Beijing's bellicose course, that other countries greeted cautiously the 
report of the Chinese nuclear tests. They caused special alarm among the Asian 
countries and states of the Pacific region. 


True, in an attempt to camouflage its frenzied efforts to build up its nuclear 
missile potential, Beijing is alleging that they are of a “peaceful nature" and 
are aimed "at developing science and technology, accelerating modernization and 
strengthening China's defense capability." However, the Beijing leaders’ 

reassuring speeches are short on evidence and so are having little effect. In 

















particular, Australia's THE SYDNEY MORNING HERALD stresses that "China now 
presents a nuclear threat extending beyond neighboring India or Japan to the 
west coast of the United States and any region of Australia or New Zealand." 


The Chinese leadership's view on questions of nuclear missile weapons have under- 
gone considerable evolution, from total disregard to strenuous development for 
their own hegemonist purposes. Three stages can be highlighted in this process. 
The first (1945-1953) was characterized by underestimation of the significance 
of nuclear weapons. Thus, Mao Zedong stated in an interview with the U.S. 
journalist A. Strong: “The atom bomb is a paper tiger which U.S. reactionaries 
use to intimidate people. It looks terrible, but in reality this is not so." 





The second stage (from the end of the Korean war to the sixties) was characterized 
by the Chinese leaders’ revising their attitude to nuclear weapons. Chinese mili- 
tary theorists began to admit that "science has developed further with the emergence 
of nuclear and missile weapons." However, Beijing did not limit itself to making 
nuclear weapons a subject of discussion. The Chinese leaders secretly set about 
creating their own nuclear forces. In 1953 an atomic energy committee was created 
under the Chinese Academy of Science. Only 2 years later there were 36 nuclear 
research laboratories in the country and in 1958 a large nuclear reactor began 
operation. 


China followed the path of developing its own nuclear weapons in accordance with 
the instructions of Mao Zedong, who stated back in 1956 at a closed conference 
of the leading personnel: "We should not only have more aircraft and guns but 
also the atom bomb. We cannot do without it." 


The third stage in Beijing's nuclear strategy appeared with the early sixties. 
Despite the backwardness of the economic base and the disorganization of produc- 
tion caused by the policy of the "Great Leap Forward," the Chinese leaders steered 
a course toward the accelerated buildup of their own nuclear missile potential. 

In 1960 the first Chinese missile was launched. In spring 1962 uranium-235 began 
to be produced in Lanzhou by the gas diffusion method. Over 1,000 Chinese 
specialists who had undergone training abroad and also approximately 5,000 scien- 
tists and engineers of Chinese origin from the Western countries were enlisted to 
work on the creation of nuclear weapons. 


On 16 October 1964 at 1500 Beijing time the first nuclear explosion was carried 
out in China, announcing to the world that the country had become a nuclear power. 
Chinese propaganda proclaimed in every possible way the thus-increased potential 
of the Chinese armed forces. At the same time, Western researchers note, initially 
the nuclear armament policy served not so much the military as the political goals 
of the Beijing leaders--raising their international prestige, implementing their 
great-power ambitions and conducting nuclear blackmail. 


At the same time it should be noted that the Chinese leaders were from the very 
first building their plans for the practical use of nuclear weapons against their 
opponents. It is characteristic that back in 1961 long before the first Chinese 
atom bomb test, the CCP Central Committee Military Commission pointed out: "In 
military training from regiment level up it is necessary to study the principles 
of the use of atomic and chemical weapons and to explain how we should use the 
results of a surprise strike using our atomic and chemical weapons." 
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In China now there is a base for creating nuclear missile forces. There are 
large stocks of nuclear raw material in the country. According to the figures 

of the U.S. Bureau of Mines, uranium ore is being mined in virtually all China's 
major economic regions. Total stocks of ores at over 40 uranium deposits are in 
exceas of 300 million tons. In addition there are considerable stocks of lithium 
4 the country which te used for producing hydrogen warheads. 


According to foreign press reports, China has 12 nuclear reactors, 14 accelerators 
and over 10 enterprises for the enrichment and processing of nuclear raw material. 
According to U.S. figures, the main nuclear weapons plants are situated in 
Beijing, Baotou, Shenyang, Xi'an and Chongqing. The Chinese atomic industry's 
production capacities make it possible to produce approximately 70 nuclear war- 
heads a year. As the U.S. AIR PORCE MAGAZINE has noted, the number of stockpiled 
nuclear warheads, both atomic and hydrogen warheads, is continuing to increase 
rapidly. Foreign specialists believe that there are over 700 nuclear warheads in 
China now with yields of 20 kilotons to 4 megatons, and of these approximately 

150 are tactical warheads. 


Nuclear weapons tests are conducted on a testiug range near Lake Lop Nur in 
southeast Xinjiang. Since October 1964 China has carried out 25 teste of nuclear 
devices. Here it should be noted that despite protests from the world public 
Beijing is carrying out nuclear tests in the atmosphere. Thus, as a result of 

a blast in October 1980 an enormous radioactive cloud was formed. Carried by air 
currents, it drifted toward Japan, passed over the Pacific Ocean and the western 
United States, polluting the air on its way with radioactive dust. 


The Chinese leaders pay great attention to the development of nuclear weapon 
delivery vehicles. According to foreign press reports tactical nuclear warheads 
can be delivered by fighter-bombers or can be used as nuclear land mines. Work 
is under way to create artillery systems capable of using nuclear shells. To 
strike remote targets the Chinese Air Force has bombers with a range of 3,700 km. 
Missiles have been chosen as the main means of delivering nuclear weapons. The 
Chinese missile progrem iuciudes the development and creation of ICBM's and 
ballistic miseiles of intermediate, medium and short range. 


As THE TIMES OF INDIA wrote, China has created and deployed several hundred 
missiles equipped with both nuclear and conventional warheads capable of striking 
targets 700 miles away. Reports have been appearing recently that these missiles 
are gradually being taken out of service and replaced by improved missiles with a 
range of 1,500-1,700 miles. 


The Chinese missile troops, which have in fact become a separate branch of the 
armed forces, have mixed armaments including tactical, operational tactical and 
strategic missiles. The missile division is the basic combat unit of the missile 
troops. According to figures from the foreign press, the missile divisions 
equipped with ground-to-ground missiles with a launch range of up to 100 km con- 
sist of three batteries with four to six missile launchers in each battery. The 
divisions equipped with missiles with a range of 300-500 km also consist of three 
batteries. Each battery has one missile launcher. Divisions equipped with 
missiles with a launch range of 1,500-3,000 km have one or two batteries with one 
missile launcher each. In addition to the fire batteries, a missile division has 























traneport, engineering and other auxiliary eubunite. Inetrumental and radar 
reconnaissance divisions have aleo been created in the mlesile troops. 


Chinese plane assign considerable espace to the development of nuclear aissile- 
planning to begin to build nuclear submarines with ballistic missiles an 
extensive ecale.... China's understanding of the economic, political and aili-~ 
tary advantages accruing to 4 major naval power will undoubtedly intensify ite 
desire to possess etrategic nuclear missile forces over the next decade.” 


The Chinese space program is also entirely determined by ite ailitary orienta 
tion. All lewnches of artificial earth satellites are carried owt within the 
framework of the development of strategic combat wiseiles. in addition, Chinese 
satellites are launched for other military purposes, including strategic recon- 
naieeance. This has been admitted by the Chinese thempelves in talke with a 
U.S. NASA delegation which visited many missile weapon production and testing 
establishmente in China. 


Speaking at a session of the National People's Congress, Yao Yilin, vice premier 
of the PRC State Council, boasted: “China has achieved new successes in the 
elaboration of carrier missiles, nuclear weapons, artificial earth satellites 
and other military ecience apheres." It is characteristic that in recent years, 
foreign specialists note, China has stopped forcing through aissile program 
capable of producing rapid but limited results and is carrying out scientific 
research and experimental design work which makes it possible substantially to 
enhance the Chinese armed forces’ strategic might in the eighties. 


Beijing is steering a course toward stockpiling nuclear missile weapons, although 
it admite the failure of ite economic policy and the fact that the country is 
faced with a financial and economic crisis. The expenditure dictated by nuclear 
ambitions are a heavy burden on the shoulders of the Chinese working people. 


The stockpiling of nuclear missile weapons, for all ite significance to the 
Chinese leaders’ global plans, is just part of the overall hegemonist policy 
aimed at military backup for foreign policy goals. 


Here Beijing, forming an increasingly close bloc with the imperialist forces on 
an antisocialist, anti-Soviet platform, is obtaining expanding ailitary aid frose 
these forces, including aid in creating nuclear aiesile weapons. Thus, the 
United States and China exchange delegations of serospace industry specialists 
on 4 long-term basis. Practical agreements have already been reached on the 
sale of U.S. aircraft and space equipment and technology to China. In Gctober 
KINHUA reported the completion of the work of a group on nuclear energy issues, 
which concluded that China had the technology and the equipment to construct 
nuclear power stations. (It is planned to construct the first station in the 
south, in Guangdong Province.) It is characteristic that, a few months before 
completion of the work of the PRC State Scientific and Technology Commission 
nuclear research group, the British press reported Britain's readiness to help 
China in elaborating and implementing its nuclear program, including the con- 
struction of a nuclear power station. 
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This station, THE SUNDAY EXPRESS noted, could produce the materiale necessary to 
create nuclear weapons, which would considerably facilitate China's efforts to 
expand ite nuclear areenale. 


In conclusion I should like to note that foreign epecialiste believe that as yet 
China's nuclear mlesile potential should not be exaggerated. It ie mainly at the 
initial, experimental etage of development. And, although the Chinese Army ie 

already intercontinental nuclear forces, they are ae yet limited and 
are 4 source of anxiety mainly to neighboring Asian states. 


With blatant connivance and incitement from imperialiss, the Chinese leaders are 
increasingly dieplaying the desire to use military force to attain their 
hegemonist, great=-power goale. The intensification of Beijing's aggressiveness 
ie pes the taternational situation. The Chinese leadership's course is 
hostile to the cause of peace and socialism and threatens all countries and 
peoples of the world.

AIR DEFENSE COMMAND SYSTEM FUNCTIONS OUTLINED 
Beijing HANGKONG ZHISHI [AERONAUTICAL KNOWLEDGE] in Chinese No 10, Oct 80 pp 22-23

{(Text] Since the development of ballistic missiles and nuclear veapons, the 
range, accuracy, and destructive power of a weapon system have increased consid- 
erably. The swiftness, destructiveness, and complexity of modern warfare has 
placed such a demand on military command systems that it must be able to assess 
the situation accurately, and respond accordingly in a timely manner. This re- 
quires that the command system must be automated. 





In an automated command system, the various components and instruments are con- 
trolled by an electronic computer. The command, control, intelligence, and com 
munication systems are combined into a unified system that performs many functions 
ordinarily performed by commanders and etaff officers. Consequently, the effi- 
ciency and quality of the command function are enhanced and the effectiveness of 
a military force is maximized. 


In the case of air defense command system, most operations in the past were 
manual. For example, radar information was recorded by a radar operator; battle 
scenarios were plotted by a draftsman; and numerical data used in military plan- 
ning was computed by hand. With the advancement in aerial weapon technology and 
corresponding evolution in tactical operations, manual techniques can no longer 
meet the requirements of air defense command; they are too cumbersome, too slow, 
and too unreliable to counter the gulti-layered, multi-directional enemy targets 
in a modern air raid. The air defense command system must be automated. 


Function and Organization of an Air Defense Command System 


An automated air defense command system can be established on a national basis or 
on a regional basis (e.g., for a particular air base or a field defense unit); 

it can be fixed or mobile. In any case, it must perform the following functions: 
1) automatically collecting and processing tactical information and displaying 
target trajectories; 2) discriminating target characteristics to determine its 
degree of threat; 3) providing recommendations to the commander with ~=""rd to 
the proper weapon system for defense and battle plan; 4) performing ¢ 2 com 
putations for the interceptor and transmitting flight data to the pilot; 5) pro- 
viding tactical information for selecting the proper launch time and launch 
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atrategy for surface~ton-air missiles and anti-aircraft guns; 6) recording the cur- 
rent etatue of aerial combat and commands issued, and tranemitting intelligence 
information and data to the relevant unite to eneure cooperative efforte among 
Various unite; 7) collecting intelligence on a routine basis; 8) training person- 
nel at the air defense command center. An automated air defense command system 
can simultaneously handle over a hundred combat situations; it can tranemit in- 
formation 20 times faster than a manual syetem with significantly enhanced processe- 
ing and command capability; ite error rate can be reduced to leas than 1 percent. 
Hence, the command accuracy and rate of success of target intercept are greatly 
increased. Furthermore, it provides aid to military personnel, reduces response 
time, and ensures that the commanding officer performs his function effectively 
and develops the power of hie fighting unite to the fullest. 


Although existing air defense command systems differ in structure and size, they 
all have the following four basic componente (eee Fig 1): 1) automatic recording 
subsystem for recording radar information; 2) data processing subsystem for the 
tactical command; 3) terminal display subsystem; and 4) high speed, high volume 
data tranemission and communication network. If radar were the center of the air 
defense command system in the past, then the center of today's automated command 
system is the computer-based data processing system. It completely revolutionized 
modern air defense command systems and ite performance determines the capability 
of the command system. In the following paragraphs, the basic functions of each 
subsystem are introduced. 


Automatic Recording of Radar Information 


In the early days, radar information was gathered manually. Modern radars, which 
include three-dimensional radar capable of simultaneous measurement of range, 
azimuth, and elevation, and various types of phased array radars, ali share the 
following features: long search range, high interference rejection capability, 
high degree of automation, and high reliability. Of particular importance is the 
fact that these new radars are all digitally controlled by an electronic computer; 
they are equipped with automatic recording devices which can convert target in- 
formation such as azimuth, range, elevation, speed, and bearing into digital codes, 
and tranemit them to the command center. 


The recording process is generally as follows. When a target is discovered on 
the radar screen, the operator acquires the target by maneuvering the light spot 
on the screen until the target is encircled. After that time, the computer can 
automatically track the target based on information of ite direction of motion 
and speed. Each time a new target is discovered, it is only necessary to acquire 
it on the radar screen. Subsequently, the computer performs the functions of re- 
cording, tracking, and reporting. In this way, an operator can simultaneously 
handle tens of different scenarios. Some radare are capable of automatic track 
initiation, i.e., a8 soon as a target signal moves into a certain region of the 
radar screen, the recording device is automatically activated and begins tracking 
the target. 


Tactical Command Data Processing 


Generally, the intelligence information of an air defense command center comes 
from many different sources such as other radar stations, neighboring military

unite, and Army or Navy intelligence poste. The computer at the command center 
can process several pieces of intelligence information. When a target reaches 
the transition region between two defensive commands, the computer can automat- 
ieally tranefer radar information from one command center to another. The over= 
all combat status will be displayed to the commanding officer, and the regiofal 
intelligence information will appear the display control panel of the individual 
chief etaff officer. 


The computer can distinguish enemy planes from friendly ones by comparing the re- 
ceived intelligence with pre-stored flight plans. It can aleo send out inter- 
rogating signals, and identify returns that belong to enemy planes; it can deter- 
mine the degree of threat based on the characteristic of the returns, and issue 
an alarm if the threat is considered severe. 


A computer-controlled intelligence system can perform the functions of intelli- 
gence collection, storage, editing, updating, searching and display. Each piece 
of information can be assigned a number and stored in numerical order. During 
the search process, the information can be retrieved according to the assigned 
number, or according to certain key words. The searched information can be either 
displayed on the terminal or printed. In addition, the content of the intelli- 
gence information may be packed during the process of collection, storage, and 
search. 


The computer can also perform simulation and optimization of the tactical plan. 
As early as in the nineteenth century, sand boxes, maps, and modele were used to 
simulate the evente of battle based on specified rules and data, as in the game 
of chess. This method was used to evaluate the battle plan, identify ite short- 
comings, and predict the outcome of the battle. With the advancement of scien- 
tific techniques, tactical simulation has entered a new era. Today, a battle can 
be modelled mathematically using the principles of Operations Research, Game 
Theory, and Probability Theory, and implemented on a computer. The extremely 
large storage capacity and high computational speed of a computer can accommodate 
a large number of battle plans, and can simulate a long battle process in a very 
short time, thus facilitating the selection of an optimum plan. This approach 
can also be used in an automated air defense command system to simulate and opti- 
mize its battle plan. 


Alternatively, the command procedure can be programmed and pre-stored in the com- 
puter. For a given scenario, the program can be called upon to process the data 
and display the results for the commanding officer. The programmed instructions 
can also be manually interrupted and modified, and the processing will be modi- 
fied accordingly. For example, for a given scenario, the commanding officer can 
request the computer to calculate results for specific decisions; the computer 
will indicate on the screen such information as the bases from which the inter- 
ceptors can be launched to reach enemy planes, the intercept region, the Length 
of combat time, whether to use surface-to-air missiles or anti-aircraft guns, 
and possible battle plans, etc. The commanding officer can repeat such requests 
by simply entering them through the keyboard, and the computer will continue to 
perform new calculations until the commanding officer is satisfied. The battie 
plan selection process is almost instantaneous. Once a decision is made, a 

















command can be issued to all the military unite and the chief etaff officers by 
simply pushing a button. 


In the case of interceptor airplanes, each staff officer can eimultaneously direct 
several sorties either by voice command or by tranemitting data to the pilot on 
the interceptor. Generally, a command center can simultaneously direct tens to 
hundreds of combat airplanes; it can aleo guide surface-to-air missiles or anti~ 
aircraft guns toward their targete. 


Information Display Terminal 





A command center has several tense of dieplay panele, each of which has four to 
five dieplay terminale. They include: the trajectory display wit, which shows 
target attitudes overlayed on a projected map background; the data display unit, 
which shows the target flight data and intercept data; the computer terminal die- 
play unit, which displaye the answers to various requests sent to the computer; 
and the background information display unit, which shows weather pictures, written 
directives, and bulletins, etc. Below the display unite are keyboards and com 


munication equipment. 


Another type of display consiste of a large screen whose area may be 2m x 2m, 
Sm x 4m, or 6m x Om. It is designed to show information of general interest to 
a large group of officers. In addition, there are graphice terminals, and auto- 
matic plotters, etc. Similar information terminals are aleo available at each 
lower level command post to receive instructions or intelligence from and to 
transmit reports to the higher level command poste. 


Data Communication Network 


A modern communication network has many different types of communication links: 
wired and wireless links, cable links, scatter communication links, microwave 
relay links, and satellite communication links. It also has a computer-controlled 
automatic switching center. Most communication links are digital links. Through 
the communication network, the computers at different command poste are con- 
nected together, providing full capability of command automation. 


It can be seen from the above introduction that in an automated air defense com 
mand system, the command organization is greatly simplified; a commander can issue 
direct commands to an airport, 4 missile complex, or even an individual airplane. 
It makes possible the implementation of a truly integrated command system. The 
use of electronic computers and other automated equipment greatly improves the 
capacity, timeliness, and accuracy of the system; as a result, the responsiveness 
and command effectiveness are significantly enhanced. 


Today's automated defense system has already evolved through several generations. 
The current trend of development is concentrated in the following areas: increas- 
ing target processing capacity; improving the capability of commanding low-altitude 
battle; improving the survivability in a nuclear environment; miniaturization; 
modularization; increasing the mobility; and improving the electronic counter 
measure capability. Of particular importance is the requirement to improve the 
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performance of data processing eyetem, which will have an impact on the command 
capability of the entire air defense system. It can be predicted with certainty 
that with the advancement in technology, more and more taska will be performed 

by automated command systems. It should be pointed out however, that thie does 
not eliminate the functions performed by human beings. On the contrary, in order 
to achieve the high performance and high efficiency of an automated command sye~ 
tem, large amount of time and human labor are required to design highly sophie~ 
ticated software to operate the computer. After all, a machine functions only 
according to the wishes of human beings.

CHINESE TACTICAL SUPPORT AIRCRAFT DESCRIBED 
Paris AVIATION MAGAZINE INTERNATIONAL in French 15 Nov 80 pp 54-55 


[Text] 1958: China acquires, 2 years before Sino-Soviet 
relations deteriorate, the construction license for the 
MiG-19 and their Tupmansky RD-9B jet engines. Since, the 
Chinese have made a “long march" which brought them, in 
particular, to the production of the "Fantan". In Fact, 
a MiG-19's whose nose was “remade” by Chinese engineers. 


We knew the Chinese were good chiropodists and excellent practioners of acupuncture. 
Now we know they are also specialists in nasal surgery, at least for airplaines. To 
explain this strange preamble we must go back to 1958 when China acquired the construc- 
tion license for MiG-19's and their Tuplinsky RD-9B jet engines, that is, about 2 
years before things went sour with the USSR. 


The Chinese, like the Japanese, learn fast and despite the departure of Soviet 
technicians production in series of MiG-19's, day time interceptors, was begun in the 
Shenyang and Tianjin factories, the plane itself being called the Jianji (F6). Over 
the years the airframe and jet engines were gradually improved. The latter, constructed 
at the Shenyang factory under the designation of WP-6, were equipped with air cooled 
turbine blades and the TBO [Time between overhauls] went from 100 to 200 hours. This 
change gave birth to the F-6-a, then two new version s having a limited day-night 
capacity appeared. The F-6-jia, and the F-6—yi, corresponding, approximately to the 
Soviet MiG-19PF and MiG-19 PM versions. 


Moreover, the Chinese developed a two seater trainer version of original design. It 
is generally considered that the production of these different versions was spread 
over a dozen years. 


It was during the beginning of the 70's when the first reports filtered through, via 
Hong Kong, about a new version of the plane equipped with a conic forward nose tip 
and lateral air vents. Western intelligence services confirmed the report and the 
NATO Air standard Coordinating Committee gave it the code name of “Fantan." 


Why equip the plane with lateral air vents if not to contain a radar in the forward 
tip? That is what at all events was decided, somewhat hastily, as will be seen later 
All sorts of highly imaginary descriptions of the plane were published in numerous 
so-called serious reviews until the beginning of 1979 when the Chinese partially lifted 
the veil of secrecy surrounding it and approved the release of a few photos and a 
short film sequence in color, the plane being designed as Xinshi 6-[? yi] (Type 6-a) 
Jian (pursuit) otherwise, the F-6-a. 
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However, we know today that when the Chinese refer to "Fantan," they call it simply 
Qiangji (attack plane) and a Hong Kong defense review claims the exact designation 
ie Qiang (attack) 5 or A-5. 


However that may be, and taking into account what is now known about the plane, one 
can reconstruct the scheduling sheets prepared by the Chinese Air Force, Obviously 
it was intended to construct quickly, ueing existing materials, hence with a maximum 
of interchangeable parts, a tactical support plane equipped with an internal compart- 
ment and externally [mountings] weapons under support struts, somewhat like a mini- 
"Buccaneer." In fact it was the adoption of that inside bay that was to cause the 
displacement of a great deal of equipment, such as radios, batteries, oxygen tanks, 
air conditioning system, etc. It was obvious that they could be transferred to the 
nose if lateral air vents were used for the jet engines. 


This nasal surgery brought about a certain number of changes in the original airframe 
of the MiG-19. After the nose cone the sides of the fuselage were flattened so that 
that air vents, outfitted with a little fixed socket [soc] benefitted from a better 

law of high speed air compressability. The leg of the nose gear was moved back in 
relations to the cockpit and the hatches of the nose gear, asymmetrical, were widely 
spaced to facilitate access to the avionics, The cockpit is ahead of the leading 

edge of the wings and the streamlining which unites it to the dorsal fin of the fuselage 
is better outlined. Moreover the canopy, instead of sliding backwards, is hinged at 
the back to open upwards. Concerning the wings, the only visible change concerns the 
flaps, which to the right of the wing sockets have their surface slightly extended, 

the sweepback angle of the trailing edge being zero on a short portion of the wingspan. 
The depth of the monobloc is unchanged; on the other hand, the fin is higher and while 
the MiG-19 had only one ventral keel, we have two here. Although its two jet engines 
the WP-6A (or Wopens 6A), have a few improvements in relation to the RD-9B from which 
they are derived, they probably have the same performance characteristics, that is, 

a thrust [unitaire a sec] of 2600 kgs. and a thrust with [fuel] reheater 3250 kgs. 
Based on the assumption that the changes made on the airframe of the MiG-19 have not, 
or have only marginally, changed the characteristics of its drag and the clean con- 
figuration weight it can be estimated that the maximum speed of the Qiang 5 is 

Mach 1.35 at 10,000 meters per second. If one accepts that the internal fuel capacity, 
which reached 3,672 liters on the MiG-19, was reduced by 15 to 20 percent following 

the changes in the fuselage, but that the Qiang 5 is almost always equipped with 

two reservoirs, under wing support struts, of 260 liters each, the tactical crusing 
range along low altitudes (Lo-Lo-Lo) is of the order of 370 km and reaches 650 km in 
Hi-Lo-Hi with 4 bombs of 250 kg in the bay. The distance that can be reached in convoy 
system should be around 1,850 km. For armament, aside from the above-mentioned 
internal load, here and that in the bay ‘re are attachment points apparently able - 
to accommodate the rocket nests [panie © ler to the S-5 Soviet type and. each able 
to eject 7 projectiles of 47 m.

The Qiang-5 was put into service after 1972-73, the series having been put out by the 
Nanchang factory and there is no reason to believe that its production has been stopped, 
but let us not forget that the "Fantan" was never anything other than a MiG-19S with 
a remodelled nose and the initial design of the Soviet plane goes back some 30 years!
